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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With the final Office Action prosecution is closed. 
Arguments have been considered but are not persuasive. 

Claim 43 states 'a digital memory arranged in parallel with the capacitor where the digital memory is operable to store the local weight in a 
digital form.' Paragraph 0040 states 'For example, on chip storage may be accomplished in the analog domain with capacitors while 
learning may be accomplished in the digital domain. These two statements are conflicting. The rejection stands. 

The applicant states that the reference Oh does not teach storing the weights in digital form. It is the Examiner's position that the 
specification states that the weights are stored in analog form and addresses this position. . 
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
